Held at Graves of 


U. S. Dead in France 


[BY ASSOCIATED FBESS.] 


With the American army in Prance, 
May 30.——From Flanders to 
Switzer- 
land, and from the battle line to the 
sea the-American expeditionary forces 
today are paying- homage 
to .their 
dead.. Wherever American flags are 
flying thoy are at half staff, and be- 
fore the day.is.over the Star Spangled 
Banner and flowers will be placed on 
vlritually every American grave. 
At 
some places the ceremony took place 
early in the morning, while at other 
places the 
ceremony took 
place at 
various times 
throughout 
the day. 
Daylight saw some graves decorated. 
At one 
place in the 
vicinity of 


Luneville the graves had been decor- 
ated in morning darkness, when the 
enemy could riot see clearly, for the 
soldiers performing this duty might 
have drawn the German fire as did 
the burial party.

of Verdun. 
In the black-dark of No 
Man's Land the patrol of boches in a 
closely knit group came upon Roberts 


,\ and Johnson, two of the first Ameri- 
can negroes to man the trenches In 
France. 
The two negroes gave battle. Each 


had a rifle, hand grenades and a "bo- 
lo" knife. 
Four of the boches were 


soon acounted for. rifle bullets fcom 
tho American pair putting them out of 


the 'fighting, but the Huns closed in, 
firing and clubbing with their rifle 
butts. 
Roberts was shot In three places 
and sank into the mire. Flat on his 
back he continued to hurl grenades 
into the group of forms which battled 
around him in the night. 


Two of the foremost Germans leap- 


ed upon Johnson. 
One went down 
before his point-blank fire, the other 
with the butt of Johnson's rifle across 
his head. Johnson then sprang to the 
side of Roberts about 
whose 
neck, 
were the fingers of a German. That 
German was diembowled with John- 
son's "bolo" knife. Johnson's wounds 
by this time 
were three, 
as were 
Roberts,' but the

nants of the German patrol were put 
to flight, one being literally blown to 
pieces by a grenade Johnson threw.

tion. In his letter Mr. Parker tells of 
hi* first night alone and gives'a very 
vivid description of the feelings of a 
young flyer on their first trip alone. 
His letter follows: 
Miami, Fla., May 23. 
This isn't Sunday, the letter-writing 


day, but I feel so full of news that I 
have to blow off. /And the news that 
I have to tell is not news down here 
—here it is Just plain, ordinary, ev- 
ery day stuff. 
So I have to write it 
and send it away where it is news. 
In the first place'I "made my first 


solo yesterday. They say an aviator's 
first solo flight is the greatest day of 
his flying ..career, but yesterday and 
today have -been tied for that honor. 
But it surely was a great sensation. 
I took a little hop with my instructor 
first—he is a nice little ensign from 
St. Louis—-and we flew 
around the 


bay a bit and I made a few land- 
ings and take offs and he said I ought 
to be ready In a. day 
or 
so. When 
we got back I asked him'if I could 
take her out right away. 
He said 
the air was too bumpy .but I

ance 
It is understood a number of 
cases are under investigation -by the 
department of justice here.

Trained Registered Nurses Are Badly 


Needed by tbe Red Ooea^— 


Should Make Applica- 


tion Before June 1.

>ecure ' the registration of every rt- 
Ired nurse In the state of Wisconsin. 
There are women in every community 
who are eligible for registration un- 
der the law, but who, for one reason 
or another have never availed them- 
selves of the privilege.

BUY STATE FUEL 


AT LARGE SAVINGS 


The State Board of Control and En- 
gineering department today awarded 
the contracts for 64.000 tons of coal 
for the various state institutions at 
from $2.20 to $2.45 per ton at the 
mines, to which must be added freight 
at an average of $2 per ton. 
It Is reported the government has 
dl'rected a reduction of ten cents per 
ton on western coal at the mines, and 
if so It will apply on the contracts and 
mean a saving to the state fo $6,400. 
Save by Early Shipping 
Since the bids were submitted, the 
order for an increase of freight ra'tes 
of twenty-five per cent has been issued 
to.go into effect June 2~5. That will 
Increase the rate an average of Afty 
cents per ton. The Board of Control 
has arranged 
for shipping as much 
coal as possible before the new rate 
goes into effect. 
It Is expected 60,000 
tons will be delivered before that date, 
thus saving the state $15,000 more.

False statements or representations

completed, three sets of the affidavits 
will be prepared, one of which is to 
be sent to Washington.-the second to 
be held by the United States marshal 
within the district where the .^TO"ien 
have registered, and the third is to go 
nto the local record. 
German women who are outside ot 
he territory in which they usually re- 
side during the period act for the reg- 
stration must apply 
for 
temporary 
cards in. the place where they •hap- 
pen to be a^id then complete their 
registration at home 
within

days. After the registration has been 
completed, no German woman 
can 
change her place of residence with-- 
out a permit from the officials m her 
original district, and records of such 
changes will be filed with the original 
affidavits in three places. 
Power to 
deny such a permit for'change of-res- 
id ehce is given to the 
registration 


officials, though *hey must, submit a 
report of their reasons for denying 


lt'The regulations admonish register- 
ing officials to be courteous In their 
treatment of the women, a»rn to ren, 
der all necessary assistance in mime 
out the affidavit blanks. 
The photo- 
graphs required must be unmounted, 
and "without hat or other head cov- 
ering." 
Special provisions a-re made 
for Hawaii, the Philippines and other 
outlving territories of 
the 
United 
State-, but the recristraticn is compul- 
sory over the entire area.
